We  have  found  it  necessary 
to  increase  our  facilities  in  order  to  keep  pace  with  the  increasing 
demand  which  we  find  for  the  stock  that  we  are  able  to  produce,  and  it  is  our  aim 
to  keep  our  greenhouse  facilities  fully  up  to  the  times,  so  that  we  may  be  able  not 
only  to  produce  the  necessary  larger  quantity,  but  also  to  improve  our  methods  of 
growing,  and  that  the  stock  sent  out  by  us  shall  be  of  the  best  grade  and  in  vigorous 
healthy  condition.  While  the  season  of  1898  had  been  the  most  prosperous  of  any 
in  our  experience,  1899  far  exceeded  it  in  volume  of  business,  and  1900  promises  the 
greatest  degree  of  prosperity  our  country  has  yet  seen.  We  fully  appreciate  the 
fact  that  in  order  to  remain  in  the  florist  business,  every  florist  must  keep  his  stock 
fully  up  to  the  standard  of  excellence  to  which  the  flower-buying  public  is  being  educated ; 
we  have,  therefore,  largely  increased  our  line  of  varieties  in  the  various  specialties 
which  we  handle,  and  have  also  again  culled  over  our  stock  and  discarded  varieties 
which  we  do  not  consider  up-to-date. 

SUB-IRRIGATION. 

During  the  past  four  or  five  years  the  question  of  sub-irrigation  in  greenhouse 
growing  has  attracted  the  attention  of  several  of  our  foremost  florists,  but  as  yet  has 
not  been  practiced  on  an  extensive  scale,  most  of  the  work  having  been  done  in  an 
experimental  way  at  the  various  Experiment  Stations.  In  order  to  thoroughly  test 
this  system  we  have  during  the  present  season  fitted  seven  of  our  largest  greenhouses 
with  sub-irrigation  benches,  upon  which  benches  we  have  growing  at  the  present 
time  our  leading  varieties  of  Carnations.  While  it  is  yet  too  early  to  prognosticate 
as  to  what  the  outcome  of  these  experiments  will  be,  we  are  free  to  say  that  they 
have  been  sufficiently  successful  to  warrant  investigation  by  any  of  our  craft  who  are 
interested  in  Carnation  growing-,  and  we  shall  be  pleased  to  receive  the  visits  of  any 
and  all  of  our  Carnation  brethren  who  may  desire  to  inspect  this  system. 

AUTOMATIC  VENTILATION. 

Another  improvement  in  greenhouse  management  which  has  attracted  attention, 
is  the  system  of  automatic  ventilation.  After  experimenting  with  one  of  these  machines 
for  the  past  three  years,  we  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  system  possessed  sufficient 
merit  to  warrant  a  thorough  trial  on  a  large  scale,  and  our  entire  greenhouse  plant 
has  been  fitted  with  these  machines,  and  visitors  may  see  the  results  produced  under 
this  system. 

Again  thanking  our  customers  for  the  very  generous  patronage  of  the  past 
season,  and  assuring  them  that  we  shall  endeavor  to  continue  to  improve  the  quality 
of  our  goods  and  that  we  shall  further  endeavor  to  fill  all  of  their  orders  to  the 
best  advantage,  and  wishing  them  all  a  prosperous  and  profitable  season,  we  solicit 
a  continuancy  of  your  esteemed  favors.  Our  line  of  novelties  in  plants  will  be  found 
to  have  been  largely  increased,  and  as  usual  it  contains  the  best  of  the  new  things 
that  are  offered.

All  Geraniums,  however,  are  not  suitable  for  bedding  purposes,  and  in  order  that  our 
customers  may  buy  intelligently  we  have  divided  the  varieties  into  sections,  as  follows  :

The  Giant  Single  Flowered  Section, 


which  is  commonly  known  as  the  English  round  flowered  section,  is  mainly  suitable  for  pot  culture,  for  con- 
servatory or  greenhouse  decoration,  and  comparatively  few  of  this  section  prove  good  bedders  in  our  hot,  dry 
climate.  This  section  is  distinguished  by  its  immense  perfectly  round  individual  florets,  many  of  these 
being  of  great  substance  and  of  splendid  lasting  qualities  when  grown  under  glass.  These  individual  florets 
range  from  2%  to  3  inches  in  diameter  upon  well-grown  plants,  and  are  borne  in  medium  to  large-sized 
trusses  on  very  strong  stems  with  long  foot  stalks.  This  section  may  well  be  designated  as  the  highest 
development  of  the  Geranium,  as  it  contains  the  finest  and  most  striking  varieties  that  we  have.  The  range 
of  color  is  very  large,  and  many  of  the  tints  are  exceptionally  striking.  For  conservatory  decoration  nothing 
can  be  more  attractive  and  satisfactory  than  a  well-grown  collection  of  the  Giant  flowered  section. 

Double  Aureole  Section. 

This  is  another  section  that  is  suitable  for  conservatory  decoration,  although  a  number  of  the  varieties 
are  well  suited  for  bedding  purposes.  They  are  distinguished  generally  by  white  or  blush  white  grounds, 
with  the  petals  more  or  less  splashed,  laced  or  heavily  bordered  with  pink,  crimson,  scarlet  or  carmine  over 
the  white  centres.  The  individual  florets  are  large,  running  from  2  to  2%  inches,  and  the  trusses  are  also  of 
large  size,  borne  well  above  the  foliage,  and  are  very  striking  and  attractive.  This  is  the  most  novel  of  any 
of  the  new  sections  of  double  Geraniums,  some  of  the  varieties  being  of  startling  distinctiveness.

This  section  is  similar  to  the  Double  Aureole,  containing  the  same  brilliant  coloring  and  novel  mark- 
ings. Many  of  the  varieties  in  this  section,  such  as  Mme.  Bruant,  Pierre  Le  Brun,  Dryden,  Oliver  and 
Andrew  Lang,  are  well  suited  for  bedding  purposes. 

Double  Picotee  Section. 

This  is  the  most  chaste  and  distinct  race  that  we  have  yet  seen.  It  is  distinguished  by  a  white  or 
blush  white  ground  with  a  distinct  Picotee  margin  of  pink  or  carmine  on  each  petal,  the  petal  sometimes 
being  dotted  and  splashed  with  light  tints  of  the  marginal  color.
